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Initiative refused for deflciencies; City Coimcil might 
ont for referendum election which is binding for one 


The initiative circulated in the community by 
28 Sierra Madreans, which included 1243 signa¬ 
tures of residents who are in favor of having 
seven Planning Commissioners instead of five, 
was refused for deficiencies by City Clerk Nancy 
Shollenberger at Tuesday evening’s City Council 
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meeting. Her decision was supported by City’ At¬ 
torney Charles Martin. 

The City Council voted May 24 to cut the 
number of Planning Commissioners to five from 
the traditional seven, and collection of the peti¬ 
tions began on July I and ended on July 30. The 
number of signatures was larger than the entire 
number of voters in the last election. 

Shollenberger told The News, "I don’t see 
how I can allow this initiative to go through with 
nine deficiencies." 

Some of the deficiencies include the exclusion 
of boldface or larger type than is in the code; a 
summary which should read: "Initiative Measure 
to Be Submitted directly to the Voters"; wording 
that has been updated; declaration of the circulator 
which should include "under penalty of perjury 
under the laws of the State of California"; spaces 
of an inch between names; language which in¬ 
cludes a notice to the public; a space of an inch 
across the top of each page and after the name of 
each voter who has signed for the use of the clerk 
in verifying the petition. 


City Attorney Charles Martin explained that 
there were deficiencies and omissions, some 
which seemed trivial but others that were impera¬ 
tive. "I can excuse the deficiencies but it’s much 
tougher on omissions," he told The News. The 
omission which bothered him the most was the 
statement: "The city attorney has prepared the 
following title and summary of the chief purpose 
and points of the proposed measure." That should 
be at the top of any petition, he explained. 

Although Linda Thornton, who was the author 
of the petition, felt that the objections involved 
"superficial points," and quotes the statute which, 
she said," does not require verbatim use of that 
language, but rather states...substantially the 
following form," Shollenberger stood pat. Thorn¬ 
ton and Caroline Brown were the originators of 
the initiative. 

City Councilman Lee Cline made a motion to 
place the item on the next agenda, Tuesday, Aug. 
23, to place it for a special election as a referen¬ 
dum, and Councilman Jim Hester seconded it. 
Tlxjcouncil voted "yes." However, City Attorney 


Martin explained, "There’s no petition to present 
to the City Council. The City Council has nothing 
on which to act." 

Discussion for the next council meeting is to 
weigh the referendum resolution, to request recir¬ 
culation of the petition, or to go to court action. 
The court action, as suggested by Thornton, is to 
petition for a writ of mandate, which would in¬ 
volve asking a judge for his opinion of whether or 
not the initiative petition was accurate enough to 
pass, 

Planning Commissioner Gurdon Miller sug¬ 
gested, "To avoid the cost of a special election or 
litigation, let’s get it on the ballot. TTiere’s no 
point in all this messing around." 

Ralph Schroder said he was "shocked." He 
called the refusal of the initiative "a tragedy" and 
cautioned everyone, "Consider the letter of the 
law and the spirit of the law." 

Caroline Brown reminded the City Council 
that no one had supported changing the number of

History of Tree 
Preservation Ordinance 


Tcharkhoutian leaves Sierra Madre 
for city engineer job in El Monte

A few years ago, the city nearly adopted a 
tree ordinance that had many provisions and fees 
that not only covered the city’s trees, but virtually 
all trees on private property. 

Hundreds of local citizens went to the council 
chambers to voice their opposition, and the ordin¬ 
ance was abandoned. Being without a solution, the 
city sought the advice of a consultant to draft a 
new version of the ordinance, which was promis¬ 
ed to be based solely on Sierra Madre’s needs. 

At this time, a few local professionals decided

it was time to help compose an ordinance that 
would protect private property, as well as help the 
city with their own trees. 

First, it was recognized that the city itself was 
the most prominent example of poor tree manage¬ 
ment. It has neither the funds nor the expertise to 
properly maintain our parkway or park trees. 

Secondly, it was recognized that measures had 
to be taken to prevent future developers from des¬ 
troying significant trees in the name of progress, 
as had occurred during the first phase of the Jame¬ 
son Project. 

The supposedly "new and improved" 
ordinance came back from the consultants. It was 
a carbon copy of surrounding cities’ ordinances. 
This ordinance was found to by wholly unworka¬ 
ble, unenforceable, and overly restrictive on the 
basis of fees, permits, and the invasion of private 
property rights. It was then decided that the only 
way to obtain a usable ordinance was if concerned 
citizens with professional backgrounds united and 
furnished an ordinance that would be acceptable to 
all. 

Now we have an adcmted Tree Preservation 
Ordinance that should wdrk for the community.

This little tree offers visual pleasure 
all year—tiny leaves in spring, brilliant flow¬ 
ers in summer, orange leaves in fall, loyely 
trunks and delicate flower pods m winter. 

Enjoy a walk beginning in the parking 
lot near Ayes Hall, and seek out the wide var¬ 
iety of crepe myrtles.

Lew Watanabe told The News last week, fol¬ 
lowing the Wednesday evening specially convened 
meeting of the Tree Preservation Commission, 
that the group is proposing taking the respon¬ 
sibility and expense of trimming or cutting down 
trees on the parkway away from the homeowners 
to return it back to the city. 

Readers have been following the plight of 
one homeowner who was faced with removing or 


for the pruning and removal thentselves," he ex¬ 
plained. "When the change comes, please know 
that any request coming to the city for trimming 
will be passed. However, there are no city funds 
to trim trees, so we’re back to Square One con¬ 
cerning trimming. Because of the lack of funds, 
we’ll have to go around the problem in such ways 
as having a fund-raiser (to pay for trimming 
parkway trees), or starting ‘Adopt a Tree or

ty. Richard and Tina Kim were concerned about 
the liability connected with the danger of the slip¬ 
pery olive fhiit causing pedestrian and auto accid¬ 
ents. ' 

Watanabe, who is chairman of the commis¬ 
sion, said that the Kims and the city struck a 
compromise in which the olive trees will be trim¬ 
med back to help discourage the formation of the 
fruit. The trees will need to be trimmed during the 
spring blooming period to thwart growth of the 
fruit, Watanabe said. 

He added that removing the responsibility 
from the homeowners will also assist those who 
receive permission from the Planning Commission 
to build a driveway and need to remove trees. 
"They shouldn’t have to wait for 30 days as be¬ 
fore," Watanabe said. "There are replacement 
costs the city will have to bear (already in the 
Tree Ordinance) depending on the significance of 
the tree removed. Determination will be made for 
each individual tree.” 

Watanabe added that it is the homeowner’s 
responsibility to replace the tree in another part of 
the parkway, or if there is no room, a donation is 
encouraged to be placed in the tree fund. 

Watanabe explained that with the proposed 
change in the ordinance City Administrator Sean 
Joyce will form the proper wording before the 
change goes to the City Council. Watanabe estim¬ 
ated it would be between 30 and 60 days from the 
Aug. 3 special commission meeting before the 
change is made. Meanwhile, the current ordin¬ 
ance, as it is written, is in effect. 

"Under the change, homeowners who want to, 
can continue as the ordinance now reads, paying 


appealing to the National Arbor Day Association. 
The city has already been qualified as a ‘Tree 
City’ by the National Arbor Day Association. In 
order to qualify for certain funds, there must be 
certain formalities such as having groups (perh^s 
Boy Scouts) plant trees for Arbor Day, presenting 
the Mayor with a Tree City USA flag, et cetera." 

The News has published a variety of articles 
and photos such as those above. 

When asked where we go from here, Watan¬ 
abe said that the commission is continuing with 
the program to inventory city trees, to set up a 
master plan for street tree planting, setting up a 
maintenance and care program for trees. 

"If anyone would like to donate immediately 
to the tree fund, we would appreciate it. Send 
your check to the city in care of the Tree Preser¬ 
vation Committee Tree Fund which is a separate 
fund. It will not be placed in the General Fund." 

The city handles those funds; however, the 
commission has access to the funds when needed, 
as the Tree Commission deems necessary with ad¬ 
equate funds to do one street at a time. Watanabe 
explained that they have to go out to bid by law 
for any work even though there are several well- 
qualified tree companies in Sierra Madre. 

In conclusion, he stated that one of the com¬ 
mission’s long-term plans is to accrue enough 
money to have one or two city personnel trained

Glendale power.30,000 homes 


When Glendale prin¬ 
cipals turned a valve 
Friday, the gas created 
by garbage in a nearby 
landfill generated e- 
nough electricity for" 
30,000 homes in Glen¬ 
dale. 

Sierra Madre is one 
of the towns contribut¬ 
ing garbage to the 


Scholl Canyon Landfill 
that made tte electricity 
possible. Other area 
towns from which gar¬ 
bage is collected for that 
landfill are Pasadena, 
San Marino, unincor¬ 
porated parts of Los 
Angeles County and 
Glendale. There are a- 
bout 2000 tons of gar¬ 


bage a day collected 

th^e. 

Eight systems like this 
one are being used in 
Los Angeles County. 

The methane and car¬ 
bon dioxide gas which 
comes from that trash in 
the Scholl Canyon 
Landfill is treated, com¬ 
pressed and dehydrated 


at the site in Glendale. 
It travels through an un¬ 
derground pipeline to 
the city’s power plant, 
Grayson Power Plant, 
where the gas is blended 
with more methane. El¬ 
ectrical power results. 

Officials estimate 
savings of $40 million 
over a 20-year period.

Essick House—its history

The Sierra Madre 
Woman’s Clubhouse has 
a sign above its entrance 
which says "Essick 
House." People often 
ask about the signifi¬ 
cance of the name. 
Here’s the story. 

The house was built 
in 1914 by Mrs. Jennie 
Essick, an early mem¬ 
ber of the club. Her son 
Bryant, still alive today 
(he’ll be 95 in Septem¬ 
ber), remembers living 
in the home and attend¬ 
ing Pasadena High 
School. 

Jennie was married to 
Newman Essick, a 
banker, and they were 
originally from Craw- 
fordsville, Indiana, with 
a farming background. 
They found Sierra Mad¬ 
re most appealing. At 
the time, the town had 
recently installed the 
Red Car, a street car 
for convenient conunut- 


spring of that year, took 
tteee months to con¬ 
struct, with M.A. Rear 
as contractor. His moth¬ 
er designed tf>e home, 
taking her idea from 
such homes built in 
India. Its style is a true 
bungalow, says architec¬ 
tural historian Dr. Rob¬ 
ert Winter. Its distinc¬ 
tive architectural fea¬ 
tures are its flat roof 
with its open ventilation 
area underneath. Air 
could blow through, 
helping to cool the 
home in those days be¬ 
fore air conditioning. 
Homes of similar style 
were constructed 
throughout the area, and 
one still stands in Sierra 
Madre at 592 Manzan- 
ita. 

Because the land slop¬ 
es down, the rear of the 
house has a lower level, 
the location of their 
garage and a workshop. 
This was a family of 


Thrift Shop and a small 
rental apartment. 

On the east side of the 
yard, the Essicks plant¬ 
ed an orchard. Also lo¬ 
cated in the yard was an 
important feature of this 
home, a solar water 
heating system. Installed 
by Day and Night of 
Monrovia, still in busi¬ 
ness today, there was a 
framework of solar pan¬ 
els and copper tubing 
filled with water that 
snaked back and forth, 
and was heated by the 
sun. The water was pip¬ 
ed into the home and 
stored in an insulated 
water tank. Remnants of 
this can stii,l be seen 
today in the underpin¬ 
nings of the clubhouse. 

The Essicks stayed for 
three years and then 
sold the home. Howev¬ 
er, in her lifetime, Mrs. 
Essick owned a total of 
18 homes, which she 
built or fixed up to sell. 
The familv eventually 


construction machinery. 
It was sold some years 
ago. 

Another grandson, 
Robert, also lives in this 
area, and is a teacher. 
He is a noted authority 
on William Blake 
(1757-1827), the Eng¬ 
lish poet and artist. His 
collection of Blake’s 
works was a featured 
exhibit at the Hunting- 
ton Library and Art 
Gallery. 

The Woman’s Club 
acquired this home in 
the early 1970s, which 
was a rather desperate 
time for the group. 

The club first organ¬ 
ized in 1907, the same 
year Sierra Madre was 
incorporated as a city. 
By 1909, they had rais¬ 
ed the funds to build a 
clubhouse. Their origin¬ 
al building was situated 
at the site of our current 
City Hall. Their build¬ 
ing was an important 
part of the local scene 
for many years, and 
was a focal point for 


numerous community 
activities. 

However, by the late 
1960s, high taxes, in¬ 
surance and mainten¬ 
ance costs had become a 
serious burden for the 
club. When the city ask¬ 
ed to purchase the pro¬ 
perty to construct a 
needed new City Hall 
and Fire and Police 
Facility, members re¬ 
luctantly agreed to sell, 
and the old clubhouse 
was torn down. Two 
palm tr^s which stand 
in front of the Fire and 
Police Facility today, so 
perfectly placed as part 
of their landscaping, 
were actually planted 
years ago to enhance 
that old clubhouse. 

In seeking new qu^-- 
ters, the club discovered 
this present clubhouse, 
and found that it was 
listed in Gebhard and 
Winter’s "Guide to 
Architecture in Los 
Angeles and Southern 
California" (now in its 
fourth printing) as a

place of historical archi¬ 
tectural importance. At 
that point, the house 
was empty, for sale, 
and in a sad state of 
disaster. Surely, it was 
soon to be demolished 
for apartments. 

Saving it at the zero 
hour, the purchase was 
made, followed by an 
intensive six-month 


period of restoration, 
and with much com¬ 
munity help. It is now 
on Sierra Madre’s list 
of historic buildings. A 
gala open house was 
held in January, 1974, 
attended by almost 300 
people, including mem¬ 
bers of the Essick fami¬ 
ly- 

"Essick House" has 
become a gracious 


meeting place for the 
club, for wedding re¬ 
ceptions and private 
parties when it is rented 
out, and for many e- 
vents open to the com¬ 
munity that are spon¬ 
sored by the club. In 
honor of its first owner 
and builder and former 
club member, the club 
named it "Essick 
House."

ments that we should let 
our elected members of 
the City Council per¬ 
form their duties unen¬ 
cumbered by citizen in¬ 
put, especially if it 
comes from one seg¬ 
ment of the community 
or another. My con¬ 
cerns for good govern¬ 
ment is in the value of 
citizen input, and I have 
been involved since one 
fateful day seven years 
ago when The News 
published the results of 
a City Council study 
session, A land develop¬ 
ment consortium from 
Irwindaie told us how 
we could expand our 
economic base. They 
quickly dismissed the 
narrow opportunities for 
expansion in the down¬ 
town, residential and 
industrial areas, but let 
it be known that there 
were possibilities when 
it came to "luxury 


homes and condomini¬ 
ums in the foothills." I 
am sure I said some¬ 
thing corny like "over 
my dead body," and I 
have been galvanized 
ever since, helping co¬ 
ordinate the Foothills 
Coalition, serving on 
the Hillside Ordinance 
Task Force, and now as 
the vice president of the 
Sierra Madre Mountains 
Conservancy. 

After the L.A. riots, I 
wrote to Rebuild L.A. 
My comments were bas¬ 
ed on my experience 
here in Sierra Madre. 1 
said L.A. was too big 
and that smaller com¬ 
munity groups needed 
to be formed to focus 
community input and 
participation. Participa¬ 
tory d^ocracy is what 
we are all ab^t in Si¬ 
erra Madre. At the end 
of a busy work day, it 
should not be a burden 
to determine your inter¬ 
est in a agenda item, at¬ 
tend the meeting to give 
your input, and c^serve 
the outcome of the dem¬ 


ocratic process. To keep 
that process alive and 
well, we must partici¬ 
pate in local govern¬ 
ment. Small is beautiful, 
and with a city of only 
three square miles, the 
distance from home to 
meeting is short indeed! 

After you get to that 
meeting, you face the 
daunting task of speak¬ 
ing publicly from the 
podium. What has to be 
avoided is what often 
happens to people at the 
podium. It takes so long 
to garner up the courage 
to speak, that it some¬ 
times comes after a cer¬ 
tain amount of frus¬ 
tration and anger has 
accumulated. Deliver 
the message with polite 
persistance and expect 
to be heard. Differing 
points of view are ex¬ 
pected on an elective or 
appointed representative 
body, as well as during 
the process of public 
hearings. Differing 
points of view and opin¬ 
ions are not the break¬ 
down of our nice town. 


they are the foundation 
of clearer thinking and a 
sound future. 

If you now watch the 
City Council meeting on 
TV, consider coming to 
one in the near future to 
view your government 
in action up close. Pol¬ 
ite persistance from the 
podium is a human re¬ 
source beyond compare, 
and many recent city 
accomplishments, such 
as the Chantry Gate 
closing, the Hillside 
Management Ordinance, 
the Orange Grove hear¬ 
ings, the General Plan 
meetings, and resolution 
of the water deficit re¬ 
sulted from such input. 

Remember, you are a 
citizen, and your voice 
as well as your vote is 
invaluble. Never forget 
that.

Soft drinks and 
alcoholic beverages for example will leave an invisible 
stain in your clothes and if it is not femoved it can 
leave brown spots later. Invisible stains have not 
vanished completely — they are always still there and 
may ruin a garment. 

Salad dressing or mayonnaise spilled on your clothes 
can leave a yellowish-brown stain if they are not 
removed promptly. Mustard is a particularly difficult 
stain to remove because of a yellow dye called 
tumeric.

As a member of the Arcadia Public Li¬ 
brary Board of Trustees, I have become par- 
fieulady invare of-the needs'aT'this iacility^ 
which annually serves more {^ple than 
other community building. For over two 
years, architects have been working on and 
fine tuning plans for an expansion and remod¬ 
el of the facility, which has received no sig¬ 
nificant refurbishing or renovation in the 33 
years of its existence. 

The question of whether to go ahead with 
the proposed expansion/renovation project will 
be before the Arcadia City Council next Tues¬ 
day evening. While I am a conservative spen¬ 
der, 1 also understand that if plans do not go 
forward, the city will have to spend almost $2 
million to bring the library into compliance 
with state and federal regulations and would 
lose valuable shelf space, which would reduce 
the book collection by at least 20 percent, 
because the law now requires wider aisles, 
and in certain areas, lower shelf heights. 

Some compliance projects were scheduled 
to take place as long as five years ago, but 
were delayed because of the impending build¬ 
ing expansion/renovation plans. 

While I urge the City Council to spend 
taxpayers’ money wisely, it is my sincere 
hope that this project goes forward in a timely 
manner. 

You’ll see in the "Letters...from our 
readers" that others agree with this point of 
view. ... 

In a recent edition of The News, I shared 
information sent to me by Pearl Hong, one of 
the Arcadia students who is enjoying a sum¬ 
mer experience with American Field Service.

Dear Dr. Tami, 

My dog Is about to liavc puppies. When 
should I have the tails, dewdaws, and ears 
done on the puppies. 

Tall cropping and dewelaw removal on 
puppies should be done at 2-3 days of age. 
Puppies grow so fast that within a few days 
their tail and dewdaws are large enough that 
it significantly increases the difficulty of the 
procedure. It is a much easier and quicker 
procedure when they are done at 2-3 days of 
age. Ear cropping is generally done at 12-14 
weeks of age, but it is also breed and 
individual animal dependent. You should see 
your veterinarian when your puppy is about 
11 weeks of age to determine the optimum 
time (growth phase (if the ear cartilage) for 
the prtKedure.
